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Summary 

Feltigera aphihosa {l^S) Willd. 
var. variolosa (Mass.) Thomson 
is distributed in all the districts 
from Formosa to Saghalien ex¬ 
cept the Loochoo Islands and 
Kyushu (Fig. 1). The altitude 
of its growing district is 2800m 
above the sea level in Formosa 
and gradually becomes lower 
level in the northern districts 

(Fig- 2).
